Governor Tanner has addressed an 
open letter to F. C. Goodwin of Nunda. 
Illinois, on the sub ject of tub erculosis 
and the sanitary regulations governing 
the importation of b reeding and dairy 
cattle, from which we make some ex­ 
tended extracts forthe b enefit of such 
of our readers as are interacted in the 
dairy b usiness. 
The d ls tG e a e ra l Assemb ly , as an ex­ 
perimental measure, placed at the dis­ 
posal of the b oard of live stock com­ 
missioners § 5,000 par annum for the c ur ' 
rant two y ears with which to demon 
strate, what can i>a done toward stamp* 
ing out tub erculosis from 
among the 
b reeding cattle of the State. W ith the 
1 ruited appropriation at its disposal, 
the b oard decidt*d tha t it would only 
test domestic herds, where the owners 
were desirous of having the test con­ 
ducted and would sigr an 
application 
for test, agreeing therein to comply 
with the rules of the b oard in such 
cases, except where positive informa 
tion of the existence of the disease in a 
herd is b rought officially to its a tte n ­ 
tion. 
T he experience of the past few 
months 
indicates 
that 
the 
appro­ 
priation availab le will all b e used to 
meet the demands of such cases. 
It would b e the part of folly to under­ 
take the stamping out of this disease 
in our domestic herds while allowing 
unrestricted importations from other 
States known to contain 
many dis­ 
eased cattle. 
It would b e like an a t ­ 
tem pt to pump a large pool of water 
dry while permitting streams of water 
to constantly How into the pool. 
I 
therefore issued my proclamation to 
take effect July 1, 189 9 , requiring all 
dairy and b reeding cattle to b e proven 
free from tub erculosis, b y means of the 
tub erculin test, b efore b eing shipped 
i ito this State from other States. 
Now, as to t he opinion that y ou state 
prevails in y our vicinity in the minds 
of the dairy men, t ha t the tub erculin 
test is injurious to healthy animals, 1 
desire to say that, in my opinion, the 
persons entertaining such 
b elief are 
lab oring under a misrepresentation of 
the facts. 
1 am reliab ly infortneo tha t 
there is not an authentic case on rec­ 
ord tb ruout the civilized world where 
tub erculin has b een used to a gre ater 
or less extent for a numb er of y ears b y 
sanitary authorities, where a healthy 
animal has shown any effect whatever 
from b eing injected « with the serum. 
T he tub erculin used in all eases b y in­ 
spectors under the direction of the 
state b oard of live stock commissioners 
is most carefully prepared b y experts 
in tne lab oratory , and the m anner of 
its preparation precludes thepossib ility 
of any injurious effect» fojlovviug its in­ 
telligent use. 
Tub erculin is the product of the b a- 
oillus tub erculosis. 
It is prepared 
b y 
making what is known in the lab ora­ 
tory as a culture of tho b acillus in a 
proper 11 uid medium. 
These cultivated 
b acilli are allowed to grow for a ce r­ 
tain length of time multiply ing 
in 
numb ers and producing their peculiar 
product, which is known as tub erculin. 
This tub erculin mixes with the m e­ 
dium in which the b acilli have b een 
gr m n , and at this stage the fluid is 
s ¿omitted to a tem perature of two 
Hundred and twelve degrees F a hr e n ­ 
heit, for a sufficient length of time to 
ab solutely destroy any living orga n ­ 
ism» or germs tha t may b o in it. 
A 
tem perature of one hundred and fifty - 
eight degrees F a hre n heit will destroy 
tde b acilli in ten minutes if susponded 
in a fluid. 
T he mixture is then put in a porce­ 
lain filter and sub mitted to an kexhaust 
pressure of sufficient force to strain ihe 
fluid contents through the porcelain. 
The filtered fluid does not contain any 
living 
b acilli Do r the dead b odies of 
any b acilli. 
It is then properly evapo­ 
rated, wtnch drives off the surplus wa­ 
ter and concentrates the tub erculin 
after which it is carefully b ottled un­ 
der 
circumstances which ab aoluteiy 
prevent the introduction of any germs, 
and when properly diluted to a certain 
st .udard 1 » ready for use. 
Our own b oard of live-stock commis­ 
sioners 
has caused 
to 
b e 
tested 
exceeding 4,000 head of domestic dairy 
cattle, and the reliab ility of tub erb u- 
cuiiu as a diagnostic agent is demon­ 
strated b y the fact tha t in not to ex­ 
ceed one in one hundred animals con- 
j d mned as the result of the test has 
1 tne b oard failed to discover on post- 
I mortem examination the manifesta- 
j tiuns of the disease. 
On the other 
b aud. during it» experience in con- 
‘ ducting tests, the b oard ha» held post 
mortems on a numb er of animals that 
aid 
not react to the test, and in 
none of these cases has any m anifesta­ 
tion to tub ercuiosi» b een discovered in 
the carcass. 


The experience of Mr. H. B. Gurler

b reeding cattle tha t prevails in many 
states known as infectious ab ortion, 
due to a specific germ, which lias no 
relation 
whatever 
to the tub ercle 
b acillus. 
l a m reliab ly informed tha t th* re ! .Second 
a n 1 many importers ur.d b reeders of 
dairy cows that,, b y fully comply ing 
with the requirements in the regula­ 
tions, have materially enhanced their 
b usiness, and tha t amoug their custom­ 
ers there is a constantly increasing 
demand for tested cows. 
These pur­ 
chasers are realizing tha t tho enforce­ 
ment of these regulations is a method 
of protecting them from unknowingly 
purchasing 
diseased animals 
that, 
when taken 
into 
their herds, 
are 
capab le of communicating disease to 
their 
healthy 
animals, 
and conse­ 
quently consider it gre at economy to 
pay a little more for a tested animal 
than to continue to take the risk of 
b ringing 
the 
infection 
into t he i r 
herds. 
it is not the purpose of tho state 
b oard of live stock commissions to en­ 
force 
any 
unnecessary 
restrictions 
upon the trade in dairy and b reeding 
cattle, and every thing has b een done 
b y the b oard to make compliance with 
the regulations as easy and as devoid 
of annoy ance es possib le. 
W ith this 
ob ject in view, the b oard has devised a 
permit, to b e issued on application, 
where shippers prefer to have cattle 
tested b y one of the hoard’s ve te rin a r­ 
ians on arrival at destination. 
This 
plan is considered more satisfactory b y 
some and is prob ab ly less expensive to 
the shipper. 
T he b oard has recently 
adopted a permanent tag, which it will 
furnish to its inspectors, so that every 
tested animal will b e numb ered and 
tagged, and will carry the evidence of 
its having b een tested with it. 
At the last anneal meeting of the 
Interstate Association of Live Stock 
Sanitary Boards, where fifteen differ­ 
ent states were represented b y the ir 
sanitary authorities, it was unanimous­ 
ly resolved tha t the suppression of 
tub erculosis a m o ng dairy and b reeding 
"cattle is the most vitally im portant 
sanitary question presenting itself for 
solution, and tha t every possib le effort 
should b e put forth b y the respective 
states looking to its suppression and 
eradication: this from a point of view 
involving financial losses among 
live 
stock, due to the dangerously contag­ 
ious and incurab le nature of the dis 
ease, to say nothing of the more vital 
relation of the disease to tho health 
and life of human b eings. 
When it is considered tha t one-sev­ 
enth of the human race tha t dio are 
the victims of tub erculosis; tha t the 
disease in the human and the b ovine is 
practically identical; tha t it is unques­ 
tionab ly intertransmissib le; tha t a con­ 
siderab le percen tago of the milk from 
tub erculosis animals, even where the 
udder is free from the disease, has b een 
conclusively demonstrated b y investi­ 
gation and experimentation to contain 
the tub ercle b acilli, hence is capab le 
of communicating the disease, and that 
if the disease can b e successfully erad ­ 
icated from dairy ard b reeding cattle 
an everconstantsupply of an infecting 
agent will b e removed, l a m forced to 
the conclusion tha t no thinking per­ 
son with a modicum of philanthropy , 
or a desire to confer any b enefit upon 
his fellow b eings, including those near
